Two Questionaires 


On By-Election Ballot 


Council last night agreed 
to circulate to the ratepay- 
ers of St. Albert, prior to 
the forthcoming by-election, 
a comprehensive bulletin, 
outlining a Legislative Com- 
mittee report on a proposed 
subsidy for improved pub- 
lic transportation for resi- 
dents of St. Albert. 

The Committee felt that 
the fundamental question 
should be whether or not 
taxpayers wished to subsi- 
dize a transit system, to 
what extent and whether they 
would favor a subsidy to a 
private operation or a mun- 
icipally-controlied system. 

The extent of the subsidy, 
according to the report, 
would be for one mill; one 
and one-half mill or for two 
mills, 

Councillor deBruijn felt 
the questionnaire was too 
vague in its outline and re- 
commended that the amounts 
be spelled out in terms of 
dollars, CouncillordeBruijn 
pointed out that many people 
are not familiar with what a 
mill is all about and cannot 
translate that in dollars and 
cents, Therefore Cr, John 
deBruijn said,the amount of 
this increase tothe average 
taxpayer should be put in 
brackets along with the mill 
figure. That way, Councillor 
deBruijn explained, the 
average taxpayer will read- 
ily see that a mill means 
about $8 to $16 dollars and 
a mill on the whole of St. 
Albert represents between 
$27,000 to $28,000. This 


amendment to the question- 
naire was approved. 

A second questionnaire, 
pertaining to snowmobiles, 
may possibly appear on by- 
election day January 31, in 
an effort to get public opin- 
ion on this vital issue. 

Following defeat of pro- 
posed by-law 61/72 on a3-3 
tie vote (to rescind the 
town’s present snowmobile 
by-law), a motion by Coun- 
cillor Frank Lukay, promp- 
ted by Councillor John Bak- 
ker was passed that a quest- 
ionnaire be prepared, asking 
the residents of St. Albert 
whether they favor snow- 
mobile traffic within the 
town, The motion was carr- 
ied 5 - 1 with Mayor Gibbon 
i the negative vote.

Disclosure Discrepancy 


The Editor: 

Criticism has _ recently 
been aimed at Town Council 
because of their imposition 
of supplementary tax ass- 
essments for 1972, In all 
fairness to them it would 
seem reasonable to pay 
taxes on a house, newly 
constructed or otherwise, 
for the period of time it is 
occupied, 

However, it has now be- 
come apparent that this ass- 
essment covers buildings 
only since the builder/ 
developer had previously 
been assessed 1972 taxes on 
the land. New homeowners 
should therefore brace 
themselves! I, for one have 
been able to estimate that, 
based on 1972 mill rates, 
1973 taxes will be one hund- 
red forty dollars per year 
more than the estimate used 
by the builder at time of 
purchase. Obviously this 
discrepancy also increases 
the amount by which St. Al- 
bert taxes exceed levies on 
equivalent property in other 


nearby municipalities, Since 
the cost of property taxes is 
a factor in choosing a loca- 
tion, accurate disclosure is 
expected, 

Of course, cost becomes 
less important if a better 
quality of life is the result. 
It is therefore most impor- 
tant that the publics desires 
and needs be placed in their 
proper perspective when 
public funds are spent, Since 
55 per cent of the 1972 tax 
levy has been allocated to 
education this appears to be 
one area where funds could 
be spent less freely, Does 
it not seem as important to 
ensure that children can saf- 
ely cross St. Albert Trail? 
Why haven’t crosswalks 
been more adequately ligh- 
ted or overpasses construc- 
ted? 

Members of Town Coun- 
cil therefore, should be re- 
minded that the point can be 
reached where any advan- 
tage to living in St, Albert 
is outweighed by its cost.

vals, After two notices and 
a telephone call the Lib- 
rary will collect the book 
from the borrower for which 
the borrower will be fined an 
additional dollar.

During the past year, 
Town Council has dealt with 
many items of business 
which had or will have eff- 
ects in varying degrees on 
the residents of St, Albert. 
In view of this The Gazette 
interviewed all six mem- 
bers of council and asked 
the following question; 

“What, in your opinion, 
was the item of Council 
business dealt with during 
1972 which either gave you 
the greatest sense of satis- 
faction or disappointment ?’’ 

Here are their answers: 
I asaineaaceieeedbeindaaeebieaeienaiteeieneieenemmneneneeniiaell 
MAYOR RAY GIBBON -- 

“I’m very proud of the 
fact that we have been able 
to keep the St. Albert mill 
rate below that of Edmon- 
ton, Another accomplish- 
ment I feel is of the utmost 
significance is our close 
relationship with the Cana- 
dian Federation of Mayors 
and Municipalities, an in- 
fluential body which will 
serve to gain great things 
for St. Albert by being able 
to reach both higher levels 
of government,’’ (Mayor 
Gibbon is a member of the 
CFMM Board of Directors), 

TRAFFIC LIGHTS 
FRUSTRATIONS 

“So much for the good 
things we've accomplished 
in the past year,’’ said Ma- 
yor Gibbon, ‘‘now I'd like 
to tell you what was the 
most disappointing item of 
business we dealt with last 
year and that has to be the 
three sets of control lights 
we ordered many months 
ago.’’ The mayor said that 
he was very annoyed with 
the way the whole issue was 
dealt with but he was quick 
to explain that he does not 
blame town staff. ‘‘We have 
done everything we could to 
expedite those lights into 
operation,’ he said, ‘‘and 
now that the December 23 
deadline is passed, we were 
informed that the next date 
to look forward to is Jan- 
uary 15 or later." 

Mayor Gibbon personally 
had Town Engineer Jan Man- 
daag phone Edmonton Power 
last week and found out that 
“we are now waiting for 
the delivery cf three sets of 
‘Dabit Poles’ these being 
the upright posts andcross- 
bars designed to hold up 
the traffic lights.’’ Mayor 
Gibbon said that Edmonton 
Power promised that the 
three sets of dabit poles 
should arrive Jan 15 and 
the lights should be Inoper- 
ation soon afterward. 

He concluded by saying 
that Council will probably 
go about it in an entirely 
different way when other 
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traffic lights are reruired. 
When asked for an opinion 
on the Supplementary Tax 
Assessment issue Mayor 
Gibbon said that the legis- 
lation itself was good in 
some aspects but could see 
where amendments will have 
to be made, These changes 
in the present act, accord- 
ing to Mayor Gibbon, should 
be in the area of minor 
improvements, he also 
doesn’t agree with the re- 
troactive aspect of the whole 
deal and objects to the initial 
eight per cent penalty, 

Mayor Gibbon concluded 
by saying that in his views, 
1973 would be a banner year 
for St. Albert, 

LE TT TE 
COUNCILLOR JOHN de- 
BRUIJN -- 

“Two outstanding devel- 
opments during 1972 give 
me a great deal of personal 
Satisfaction and a great 
sense of accomplishment,’’ 
Mr, deBruljn said, the first 
is the closer rapport we 
have developed with the 
Municipal. Board of Stur- 
geon, The other is the dev- 
elopment of BACM repair 
and storage complex and 
the construction of the St. 
Albert Motor Inn Ltd,”’ 

In the first instance, Mr. 
deBruijn explained that the 
several meetings St. Albert 
Town Council had with the 
MD of Sturgeon during the 
year brought about a ‘rapp- 
rochement’ which will goa 
long way towards progress 
in both municipalities. Re- 
garding the development of 
BACM’s complex as well as 
a new hotel, this in itself 
brings to St. Albert, two 
businesses which will im- 
mediately boost our town’s 
assessment considerably as 
well as create a local pay- 
roll for about 150 workers. 

Councillor John deBruijn 
concluded by saying that 
these described events are 
what really make a good and 
better town, 


EMUOR UAT ALERT LL MORILEAE TSO TARTAN A TORRE 
COUNCILLOR BOB HUD- 
SON -- 

“T’m all in favor of see- 
ing St. Albert grow and 
against the ‘Stop-Growth’ 
concept,’’ Mr. Hudson said 
but I can't, for the life of 
me, understand why it’s tak- 
ing so long to get our new 
sewage system going. We 
should be calling tenders 
right now, but so far as I 
can estimate it, we're about 
six months from there.’ 

Councillor Hudson sald he 
wasn’t too impressed with 
the way Council approached 
the new sewage project but 
added that in his opinion, 
going for the $3.7 million 
sewage Was a positive move 
despite all the time it is 
taking before becoming 
reality, Mr. Hudson does 
not blame town staff but 
deplores the beaurocratic 
lethargy council has encoun- 
tered all the way. 

Regarding the Supplemen- 
tary Assessment By-law, 
Councillor Hudson said, 
“that was an unpleasant 
piece of business to deal 
with bat a positive and very 
essential one." 
cet een semetth annette eeermnanan ewan data es 
COUNCILLOR ROD 
THRONDSON -- 

“In my opinion, the work 
we have already done toward 
implementing the new $3.7 
million sewage line axl fac- 


ility was the one piece of 
business we did which I find 
very rewarding,’’ he said, 
“Tl firmly believe,’’ he add- 
ed, “that this project will 
contribute great benefits to 
St. Albert . . . but at the 
moment, I’m not sure whe- 
ther this facility will en- 
hance or sterilize growth in 
St. Albert . . . time will 
tell,’’ 


COUNCILLOR JOHN BAK- 
KER -- 

“The Supplementary As- 
sessment By-law is a good 
by-law,’” Councillor Bakker 
sald, ‘but it could stand 
minor improvements,” 
These improvements to the 
legislation, according to Mr. 
Bakker would include can- 
cellation of the eight per 
cent penalty on the unpaid 
balance dated Dec. 31,1972; 
qalifying minor assess- 
able improvements where in 
some cases the tax was less 
than what it cost council to 
collect. Another area which 
should be modified is in the 
case where a homeowner 
has to pay the supplemen- 
tary assessment tax out of 
pocket (and not through the 
mortgage company), “In 
such cases,’ Councillor 
Bakker said, ‘Homeowners 
ought to have at least six 
months time in which to pay 
this unexpected amount," 

“Our major piece of bus- 
iness,"’ Councillor Bakker 
said, ‘‘was of course the 
groundwork done towards 
our new $3.7 million sewage 
system.*’ Councillor Bakker 
also said that he was look- 
ing forward to Council gett- 
ing a companion project on 
the way for additional water 
supply for St. Albert." 


EARLY BUDGET 

“My most satisfying per- 
sonal victory during 1972," 
Councillor Bakker said, 
“was getting town staff to 
have a rought draft of the 
forthcoming budget ready in 
December rather than later 
in the following year." 

“And of course,’’ Coun- 
cillor Bakker concluded, 
“my greatest personal fail- 
ure during 1972 was being 
unable to have snow vehic- 
les banmed in St, Albert... 
but one can’t win them all,”’ 
he admitted philosophically. 
_ AT ANATOMIC AMS ROSY ONSEN OEMS 
COUNCILLOR FRANK LU- 
KAY -- 

Early in 1972 the Town of 
St, Albert was in the most 
enviable position of any 
community within the Pro- 
vince of Alberta. The Town 
was in an ideal position to 
control the future of this 
community and well set in 
providing services to the 
people of St, Albert. How- 
ever, through unwise and 
illogical legislation, the 
town has lost much of the 
favorable ground. 

Through one bit of unwise 
legislation, council agreed 
to make application to the 
Local Authority Board for 
the annexation of the BACM 
property to the north west 
of St, Albert on the request 
of BACM, And with the very 
wise decision (?) of the Lo- 
cal Authority Board, BACM 
were able to get their large 
tract of land annexed to 
the Town of St, Albert, This 
move of course gives the 
town that stature of great- 
ness - rapid expansion -- 


a per capita growth un- 
surpassed anywhere in the 
province. These statements 
I make with irony, not be- 
cause such growth should be 
timely. It should be per- 
mitted at a time when all 
the related problems are 
realized and can be con- 
tended with, 

Through further unwise 
legislation, too much devel- 
opment has permitted exten- 
sive residential develop- 
ment, by signing several 
development agreements 
within the town limits and in 
the newly annexed BACM 
property. 

These decisions of council 
were made even though the 
town was and is experien- 
cing difficulty in coping with 
the problem of sewage dis- 
posal, land fill sites for 
garbage disposal and with 
water supply, As a matter 
of fact, it is my opinion 
that the town is facingadra- 
stic water shortage pro- 
blem, As to other basic 
services such as public pro- 
tection (fire and police), 
public transportation, and 
freeways and bridges that 
will be required as a result 
of this extensive growth, the 
town has not even started 
to consider these seriously, 
Above all this, our former 
planner Mr. Woodroffe, 
some time prior to leaving, 
had made two excellent re- 
commendations: 

!. That the town stop 
development until the pro- 
blem of sewage and water 
is fully resolved. 2. That 
the town is in need of an 
Outline Plan which will take 


up to two years to prepare. 
Yet, in the light of all this, 
the town has and is allowing 
further development. 
A BAD BY-LAW 

A very bad piece of leg- 
islation was the recent pas- 
sing of a By-law for the 
borrowing of $3,75 million 
for the construction of the 
sewer line to the North Sask- 
atchewan River and a sew- 
age lagoon at the river, 
Council chose to pass this 
by-law without advertising 
it in the paper as council 
normally does for all other 
money by-laws, The Muni- 
cipal Act does provide for 
councils to force through 
borrowings for purposes of 
extending existing utility 
services without having to 
advertise for public objec- 
tion (through petition and 
then referendum), tt is my 
feeling that in this imstance 
borrowing of $3.75 million 
by the town (the largest such 
undertaking yet), the town 
was unwise to hide behind an 
interpretation of the Muni- 
cipal Act. Also I feel that 
the Local Authorities Board 
was wrong in suggesting this 
to the town council, con- 
sidering that only a few 
weeks earlier the same Lo- 
cal Authorities Board in- 
formed the town that the 
town was in no position to 
undertake such aborrowing. 

In order that the $3.75 
million sewer system be 
operable, we need water! If 
the $3.75 millionsewer sys- 
tem gets constructed, the 
town then will have a very 
excellent reason for forcing 
through, without acivertis-

ing, a borrowing by-law of 
about equal magnitude for 
the provision of water ser- 
vices, 

Obviously such growth as 
we are experiencing will 
make it necessary to borr- 
ow under similar conditions 
for all other basic services 
in the municipality, 

Was 1972 a year of good 
legislation in the Town of 
St, Albert? 

*For the developer - Yes. 

*For the people of St, 
Albert - No! 

Certainly there were 
other legislation that I 
should mention, legislation 
to which I take a positive 
view, but I'm sure that you 
are well aware of these. 
One that I was pleased with 
is the decision to install 
signal lights on the highway. 
Just like you, I’m anxiously 
waiting to see these lights 
strung up. 

I do wish to thank the St. 
Albert Gazette for giving me 
this opportunity to review 
some of council affairs of 
1972 and my concerns for 
the town, Should you feel 
that I'm overly concerned 
about some of the situations 
that Ihave mentioned, please 
let me know, If, on theother 
hand, you feel like I do, then 
perhaps it would be a good 
idea that you lt the other 
council members know how 
you feel, 

For 1973, I'm forcasting 
a better year as far as 
legislation is concerned, and 
now along with my wife, 
Louise, and my three chil- 
dren, I wish you all a Happy 
and Prosperous New Year.

merce, Later in the month, 
on Sunday, January 16 the 
entire community gathered 
at the Community Hil to 
celebrate the 50th Wedding 
Anniversary of Mr, and Mrs, 
Lorne Akins, a brave and 
distinguished pioneer couple 
Also in January last year 
Mrs, Emma Belanger of Vil- 
leneuve celebrated her 89th 
birthday with eight of her

The last decade has seen 
a substantial increase in 
western Canadian produc- 
tion, marketing, and exports 
of barley. In the 1962-63 
crop year total production 
was 166 million bushels, 
total deliveries to eleva- 
tors 78 million, and total 
exports 10 million bushels, 
In the 1971-72 crop year 
total production was a re- 
cord 570 million, deliver- 
ies 295 million, and exports 
225 million bushels, 

During this period, app- 
roximately half of the total 
barley production was de- 
livered to elevators and the 
other half disposed of at the 
farm, An annual average of 
about 25 million bushels has 
been malted in Canada anda 
further 16 million bushels 
exported as malting barley, 
This market for malting 
barley accounted for one- 


Barley 


third to nearly one-half of 
total deliveries until the 
very large deliveries of the 
last two or three years. In 
the last crop year the malt- 
ing barley market used 46 
million bushels or 16 per 
cent of total deliveries, 

These figures illustrate 
that we have a relatively 
small but growing premium 
market for malting barley 
with domestic consumption 
and exports both increasing 
gradually, They also point 
up the large and growing 
world market for feed grains 
and that Canadian barley 
can compete successfully in 
this market. 

Clearly, the long-time 
market prospects for bar- 
ley are good, Consequently, 
an important objective of 
the barley program at the 
Lethbridge Research Stat- 
ion is to develop high-yield- 
ing, well adapted varieties 
that will meet the quality 
requirements of both malt- 
ing.and feed markets,

Alfa-Bar Pellets Soon 


Alfa-Bar pellets will soon 
be available to Alberta live- 
stock producers, This new 
product has been developed 
by an Edmonton feed com- 
pany in response to arequest 
from the provincial depart- 
ment of agriculture’s mar- 
keting division, which resul- 
ted from discussions with 
Japanese livestock feed im- 
porters. 

There are several types 
of Alfa-Bar pellets, One 
contains 75 per cent dehy- 
drated alfalfa and 25 per 
cent bariey, Another, known 
as Alfa-Bar R, is made up 
of 50 per cent dehydrated al- 
falfa, 25 per cent rapeseed 
meal, The one restriction 
in the manufacturing of these 
pellets is that they cannot 
contain more than 25 per 
cent wheat, oats or barley 
or more than 25 per cent 
of any combination of these 
grains by weight. If they do 
they will come under the 
jurisdiction of the Canadian 
Wheat Board, 

At the present time Alfa- 
Bar pellets have to besupp- 


lemented with other nut- 
rients, except perhaps inthe 
case of maintenance rations 
for beef cattle. The main ad- 
vantage of the Alfa-Bar pell- 
ets is the ease with which 
they can be transported, 
,stored and handled, which 
results in a considerable 
saving of labor, 

John Channon, chairman 
of the Alberta Grain Com- 
mission, believes that Alfa- 
Bar products are likely to 
develop into a high quality, 
semi-processed starter in- 
gredient for feed formulas 
for various types of live- 
stock and poultry in Canada 
and abroad, 

The present limited 
supply of dehydrated alfal- 
fa is holding up production 
of Alfa-Bar products, It is 
hoped that alfalfa produc- 
tion will be considerably 
increased in this province 
next year, Several feed com- 
panies are interested in Alfa 
Bar products, and one has 
already manufactured some 
on a trial basis,

Decorating Errors 


By Pat Prymak, 
District Home Economist 

All of us have a collec- 
tion of furniture and brac- 
A-brac of some sort, Iwon- 
der though, how many of us 
make the best use of what 
we've got. 

There are several com- 
mon errors in Interior De- 
corating that can becorrec- 
ted at no expense. 

*When it comes to drap- 
eries or sheer curtains, 
there are really only three 
attractive lengths. These 
are floor length, the bottom 
of the window apron (the 
apron is the board below 
the window), and window sill 
length. If your curtains are 
somewhere in between, it 
may be well worth thinking 
about shortening them to 
the strategic point above. 
If they are above the window 
sill you had better start 
saving the egg money for 
new curtains or, let thehem 
down if it can be done in- 
conspicuously, 

*Pictures should never 
appear as spots on the wall. 
Assemble what you have and 
group them together in an 
area that corresponds to the 
size and shape of the fur- 
niture below, It is not nec- 
essary that the pictures be 
of the same size and type, 
just that they go well to- 
gether. Wall decorations 
must tie in with the fur- 
nishings rather than appear 
isolated from the rest ofthe 
room, Hang them at eye 
level therefore, and not in 
the rafters, Don’t hang pic- 
tures in the stair step fash- 
ion unless it is a stair wall 
that you are hanging them 
on, At most times, hang 
pairs of pictures side by 
side or one above the other, 

*No piece of furniture 
should be placed diagonally 
across the corner ofaroom, 
It reduces room size, and 
destroys the unity of the 
room, 

*End tables are most att- 
ractive when they are no 
higher than the arm of a 
chair, They should be even 
with or slightly lower than 
the chair arm, 

*Big lamps do not belong 
on small tables. The table 
and lamp should be compat- 


ible in scale, If you are us- 
ing an ‘‘area’’ rug, it should 
be large enough to define 
the area, For example, a 
rug before a chesterfield 
should be large enough to 
accommodate that piece plus 
the coffee table in front of 
it, A dining room rug should 
take care of both the table 
and the chairs in a seating 
position, Shape of the rug 
should also harmonize with 
the shape of the room and 
furniture groupings, For ex- 
ample, a round rug used in 
a square dining room with 
a rectangular table is not in 
keeping with the general 
shape of that room, 

*Space is restful, Nothing 
decorative looks good if it’s 
cluttered. It’s best to start 
with the main pieces of fur- 
niture and then add access- 
ories where they’re re- 
qired to give variety. 
Should you find there is 
too much clutter in your 
room why not put some items 
away and change them every 
few weeks or months. This 
way you can enjoy them 
more since other pieces do 
not distract your attention. 

Hope some of these things 
will help some of you when 
it comes to re-arranging 
rooms in your home.
